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Fire Brings More 
Evacuations in 
California Area

fire today moved toward suburban 
ru-.mnunit.ies north of Loss Angeles. 


The fire — believed caused by a 


reckless flip of a cigarette — lias 
covered about 3,090 acres of wa- 
tershed along a 30-mile perimeter. 


The blaze is about a mile from 


the town 
of Altadcna, norl.ii 
of 


Pasadena. This was on the souln- 
eastcrn front of the flames. 


On the northern perimeter, the 


blaze made another 'major break- 
through as it seared 500 acre:> of 
a picnic area known as oakwiide 
p.nd raced loward Angeles Crest 
Highway, 
n major thoroughfare.
